Association chairman Mansoor Beg, 
who has lived on the estate for four years, 
said: “We did a survey, and people said 
they wanted a gym. People are now using 
it during the day and in the evenings. It’s 
great, and we are very happy with it.” 

Chair of the local housing panel, Gary 
Brown, said: “I think it’s great as well. It’s 
good quality equipment, and people are 
using it properly.” 

Resident Sab Obi said: “It’s good because 
we don’t have anything else like this round 
here.

The gym was officially opened with a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony last Thursday 
by Cllr Steve Offord, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing.

Bar owners fined £1 0k 
for hygiene offences 


THE OWNERS of the Trafalgar 
Tavern have been forced to fork out 
more than £19,000 after a visit by 
environmental health inspectors. 

Greenwich Inc (Trading) Limited was 
fined £10,500 with £8,675.52 costs after 
the royal borough environmental health 
team found serious breaches of food 
hygiene at their Trafalgar Tavern venue 
in Greenwich town centre last year. 

The sentence was handed out by 
Greenwich Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday February 20. An additional 
£15 victim surcharge was also issued, 
taking the total amount payable to £19,190. 

Following a routine visit by 
environmental health inspectors on 
February 16, 2012 they found evidence 
of a serious mouse infestation including 
mouse droppings in the main kitchen, on 
shelves and in a store room. 

There was no access to hot water or hand 
washing facilities and raw sewage was 
found to be backing up into sinks, which 


had then been covered in cling film. 

The condition of the kitchen posed an 
immediate and serious food hygiene 
danger so a temporary closure order was 
imposed to allow for urgent improvements 
to be made. The owners carried out a 
deep clean and other improvement works 
including the fitting a new boiler. As a 
result the premises were able to open 
again on February 21, 2012. 

Councillor Maureen O’Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for community 
safety and the environment said:“The 
royal borough has a legal duty to ensure 
that local food premises operate safely 
and we always offer advice and guidance 
to food businesses to help them meet their 
legal requirements. We’re also committed 
to ensuring that people can visit and eat 
at local restaurants across the borough in 
the knowledge that safe and essential food 
hygiene standards are being followed.”

“We knew this school was 
special and so did the parents but 
it’s good to have someone external to 
come in and confirm it. We work hard 
on including Greenwich and the local 
area in our curriculum, including a 
whole school theme on the Cutty Sark, 
called ‘A Sailor Went to Sea’, to look at 
Greenwich’s maritime history. 

“This term we are carrying on the 
Olympic momentum with ‘Be Inspired 
for Life’, looking at aspects of health 
and fitness, and using the Olympic and 
Paralympic successes to inspire the 
children’s lives.” 

The school is also expanding from a 


one-form to two-form entry, and is due 
for a rebuild. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
children’s services, told GT: “This is 
a wonderful achievement by Invicta, 
who have made incredible progress 
over the last three years to jump from 
satisfactory to outstanding. 

“This can only be achieved by hard 
work and inspired leadership, and 
everyone involved at the school should 
be really proud.”

Super 'Mondo' 
for Woodhill's 
special project 

WOODHILL primary school has launched 
'Project Mondo', to help highlight the 
activities that parents and children can to 
do together. 

The launch included a projection onto 
the school building of the students singing 
'Perfect Day' for the beginning of the 
project that hopes to help the inclusion of 
all parents and students at the school. 

The school, on Woodhill in Woolwich, has 
500 children speaking 47 languages - and 
one of the challenges was helping parents 
to get involved with student work or the 
school. 

Project Mondo is running across five 
categories: eLearning - where parents can 
work with their child after school together. 

• Belonging - is about being part of the 
school community: attending a parents' 
evening or cooking. 

• Exploring - going out to museums, local 
farms, or visit local landmarks. 

• Sharing - is the chance for the parent to 
tell the school about their child's behaviour, 
helping around the house or being 
considerate to people for example. 

• Helping - is about anything the parent 
can do to help at school, from attending 
assembly to doing something for a school 
event. 

Every pupil will be given their own 
personalised "passport" with their 
photograph. Each time an activity is 
successfully completed, the teacher 
responsible will put a stamp in the passport. 


Work starts on new Willow Dene 


MAJOR work to rebuild Willow Dene school 
has got underway. 

Pupils and the headteacher were joined by 
Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough's cabinet 
member for children's services, to see the 
start of the £1 4million rebuilding scheme. 
The Plumstead school is for children with 
special needs but is currently spread over 
a number of buildings. The rebuild scheme 
will create a single purpose-built building 
along with a brand new warm water pool. 
Willow Dene has 1 59 primary school age 
pupils with a variety of complex needs. The 
school has been fully involved in the design 


of the redevelopment and pupils, parents 
and teachers are looking forward to a 
modern new school building which will have 
improved accessibility, more facilities, and 
the highest standards in sustainability. 

It's being funded by the royal borough 
together with government grants including 
£1 .1 million from the royal borough towards 
the warm water pool 
Cllr Smith said: "It's so exciting to see this 
rebuild project getting underway. 

"The rebuild is going to lead to very high 
quality educational and therapy facilities for 
some of the most vulnerable and disabled 


children in the royal borough. With these 
fully inclusive, state-of-the-art facilities, I 
know that Willow Dene will continue to be a 
centre of excellence for years to come." 
Headteacher Michelle Bernard added: "The 
children are really excited and thoroughly 
enjoying following the progress of the build. 
They are taking photos and creating books 
that will chart the story of the rebuild of 
Willow Dene School. Having a purpose-built 
school and access to an onsite pool will 
enable us to enhance the amazing provision 
that is already on offer. The warm water pool 
will increase children's access to swimming, 
and further develop the outstanding 
physical progress made by children at 
Willow Dene School."

London and the west right out to Heathrow 
and Maidenhead. 

The developer is also building almost 600 new 
homes above the site and there will be retail 
and commercial space. 

It's the result of a deal between Berkeley and 
the royal borough. Transport for London, the 
Department for Transport and Crossrail. It's 
expected to provide a major boost for the 
old Royal Arsenal site, which is undergoing a 
£1 billion regeneration, and Woolwich town 
centre. 

The open day was attended by Berkeley 
Homes and Crossrail directors, Greenwich and 
Woolwich MP Nick Raynsford.

Crossrail's chief executive Andrew 
Wolstenholm said: "With 26 miles of new 
tunnels to be built for Crossrail we are 
delivering our own London marathon beneath 
the streets of the capital.This is a huge and 
complex task with work underway 24 hours a 
day below London's streets." 


FIVE hundred people walked - and ran - 
through the massive junction box which is 
set to provide the foundation for a Woolwich 
Arsenal Crossrail station. 

It was a chance for visitors to learn more about 
the link it will provide for the royal borough 
during half-hour tours at an open day last 
Wednesday (February 27), and there was also 
a fancy dress fun run through the site. 

The Woolwich station box is 256 metres long, 
26 metres wide and 1 8 metres deep.

The box was built by Berkeley Homes as part

Development plans for a key site in Eltham have been welcomed by residents and trade 
schemes which are rejuvenating landmark sites in and around the town centre. Hilary Br 




W ORK is set to start on a new 
shopping and housing complex 
on a key site in Eltham town centre. 

The Grove Market site in Court Yard at 
the crossroads of Court Road and Eltham 
Hill has been boarded up for some years 
but a new deal will finally see development 
starting this summer. Developers 
Eltham Renaissance have linked up with 
Citygrove Securities PLC to develop the 
site with housing and shops. 

Plans for the development include new 
homes, a hotel, a supermarket, retail unit 
for cafe or restaurant and parking. 

Last week developers confirmed 
negotiations were underway with a 
number of partners to occupy the 
supermarket and hotel spaces and that 
demolition was due to start by early 
summer. 

Richard Upton, director of Eltham 
Renaissance said: “We acquired the Grove 
Market Place site just as the economy 
went into freefall in 2007. Since then we 
have been working very hard to secure a 
future for this important site in the heart 
of Eltham. 

“The deal we have struck with Citygrove 
to take the scheme forward does just that. 
I am confident that the exciting future we 
planned for the site will now be delivered 
by a partner with considerable experience 
and commitment to Eltham’s town 
centre.” 

Eltham Renaissance is a sub group of 
the Cathedral Group which is overseeing 
the development of several sites in and 
around the town centre. The group is 
also behind the overhaul of the Coronet 
cinema at Well Hall roundabout. 

Most of that site has been rebuilt 
providing new shops and 63 new 
homes. The old foyer in the Grade II 
listed building is set for a new life as a 
restaurant once developers can find an 
operator. Negotiations have been ongoing 
to complete the development which will 
include a 60-seat community cinema and 
any plans would retain the original art 


deco character of the building. 

The new developments fit in with 
royal borough plans to boost the town’s 
fortunes which are set out in the Eltham 
‘masterplan’. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for enterprise, 
regeneration and skills, said: “Eltham is 
experiencing an exciting period of change 
with new investment and significant 
redevelopment taking place. 

“The royal borough has identified the 
town as one of four key growth areas and 
adopted the masterplan, which sets out a 
vision for the area over the next 15 years. 
It aims to ensure existing and emerging 
development meets the very specific needs 
of the area while attracting investment 
from both the public and private sectors.” 

Patrick O’ Sullivan is chair of the 
Eltham Partnership, a forum of town 
centre businesses, community groups 
and the council. He told GT: “Our main 
objective includes promoting Eltham 
as an accessible, safe and high quality 
environment for the benefit of business, 
residents and visitors. 

“We encourage improvements to the 
economic, social and environmental well- 
being of Eltham and the quality of life for 
people in Eltham. We are looking forward 
to the Grove Market development offering 
a more attractive and lively place that 
people will want to visit and return to. 

“This development will hopefully 
promote our town centre by adding to the 
shops and available accommodation.” 

On the retail front, vacancy rates in 
the town remain low and new businesses 
include specialist flooring company BR 
Flooring. 

Trader Kish Gokani opened the new 
carpet store on Eltham High Street, just 
three weeks ago and said: “I know the area 
well and the high street always tends to be 
busy. The area needed a carpet shop and 
all the new developments will be good for 
business.”

Plots on the landscape 


D OZENS of new homes 
will soon be on offer 
for shared ownership 
on the site of the former 
Eltham Baths in Eltham Hill. 
The London & Quadrant 
Housing Association is 
set to complete works on 
site by the end of next 
month. The new complex 
called Eltham Springs will 
provide 45 one and two 
bedroom flats and two 
three-bedroom houses. 

In the first phase prices 
for one-bed flats start at 
£76,500 for a 45% share in a 
property worth £170,000. 

• New homes for sale 
are being built on the 
former Eltham Gym site in 
Messeter Place off the high 
street. They include six, 
three-bedroom, two storey 
town houses and four 
two-bed room flats with 
residents' parking. 

• Planning permission 
has been granted to NHS 
Greenwich which has plans 
to build a new Community 
Hospital in the heart of 
the town centre on Passey 
Place with a view to 
opening in 201 3/201 4. The 
new hospital could house 
a seven-day-a-week GP 
surgery, GP walk-in service. 


outpatients services and 
40 intermediate care beds. 
Once final approvals are 
granted by NHS London, it's 
hoped that works will start 
on site in the spring. 

•The Greenwich Enterprise 
Board is restoring the 
historic Orangery in 
Orangery Lane, Eltham to 
provide seven new business 
units for the town centre. 
Specialist architects have 
been employed to design 
the offices and studios, 
which will be available for 
rent later this year. 

The development will 
retain the baroque 
character of the historic 
building, which had 
been empty for over 50 
years, and will include a 
contemporary, two-storey 
building. For details and 
lettings from September,

•A new 91 -room hotel is 
set to be built on the site of 
Burger King in Sidcup Road, 
New Eltham. 

It will have a tier of floors of 
one, three and four storeys 
with a reception foyer, 
bar and restaurant on the 
ground floor with parking 
planned for the ground 
floor.

HE was a pupil at Sherington and Invicta 
primary schools, and now he's a three-time 
Oscar winner. 

Daniel Day-Lewis won best actor at the 
Hollywood awards ceremony on February 24, 
for his portrayal of US president, Abraham 
Lincoln. 

In doing so, he made history as the only 
man to win the best actor gong on three 
occasions, surpassing Marlon Brando and 
Jack Nicholson's two each. 

He saw off competition on the night from 
Denzel Washington and Hugh Jackman to 
take the statuette for his part in the Steven 
Spielberg biopic that charted the 16th 
president's ultimate feat - the abolition of 
slavery. 

Hollywood is a long way from where it all 
started for Day-Lewis - the Crooms Hill house 
where he grew up. 

The property opposite Greenwich Theatre 
has a blue plaque honouring Daniel's poet 
laureate father, Cecil Day Lewis. 

It was where the actor spent his formative 
years, when he was a pupil at the Invicta Road 
primary, and then Sherington on Wyndcliff 
Road in Charlton. 

He won his first best actor Oscar in 1989 
for his role as Christy Brown in My Left Foot, 
and got his second for There Will Be Blood in 
2007.

JULIE FELIX is sure 
to have her lyrics in 
◄ order at Charlton House 
this Friday, after an 
appearance last year left 
her lost for words. 

The perennial folk singing activist, 
who will be 75 in June, forgot a couple 
of lines at the International Women’s 
Day event, but turned it into a running 
joke with the 120-strong audience 
packed into the old library 

And, with all due respect to the Dylan 
song she famously covered - ‘Masters 
of War’ - she went down a bomb. 

“I’m always involved in women’s 
and political issues so it was a joy 
to perform at Charlton House last 
year. It’s such a lovely venue and I’m 
delighted they have invited me back,” 
Julie told Scene. 

“Last year I expected it to be all 
women but it was a mixed audience, 
which is even more important these 
days. This is a very important year 
for women following Eve Ensler’s A 
Billion Rising worldwide project on 
Valentine’s Day. 

“Two weeks ago I was singing at the 
House of Lords for a charity to build 
a hospital in Palestine. It was funny 
because normally I’m outside the 
building protesting!” 

Julie was very much part of the 
international folk revival in the early 
Sixties after “getting out of” college 
in Santa Barbara. “I majored in drama 
and English, and learned guitar from 
my dad, who was a musician. I never 
intended to be a singer. I didn’t know 
what I was going to be. 

“I travelled around Europe and in 
Greece I came across a young man 
who was writing a book of poems 
who turned out to be Leonard Cohen. 
I eventually came to England and 
somebody made a tape of me singing 
at a folk club and sent it to Decca 
records.” 

She became the first folk artist to be 
signed to a major label and went on to 
give her first solo concert at the Royal 
Albert Hall in 1966.

of Lords. The activity that still makes 
the most money for the global elite is 
the sale of arms,” said Julie, who will 
be giving a 75th birthday concert at 
Leicester Square Theatre on Saturday, 
June 15.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons.

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Soccer the answer 

The team that's showing players a whole new ball game

A COMMUNITY sports project is 
steering young men away from gangs 
and onto the football pitch. 

“We think that getting youths involved 
in sport is very important,” said Meridian 
Sports and Social FC’s coach David 
Doherty. “We try to get them involved in 
sports to channel their energy away from 
crime.” 

The Charlton club play in the South 
London Alliance League, and have 
more than 30 players aged 16 upwards, 
who come from the local area and the 
university where David is getting his 
coaching badges. 

The importance of the club’s work really 
hit home when a fringe player was killed 
last month. 

The tragedy made David even more 
focused, and now the team meet three 
times a week. 

“If you get them involved in sports, they 
have got something that keeps them busy 
that they can focus on. It keeps them occupied 
day-in, day-out”, said the 39-year-old. 

“They have a routine and they have 
something occupying their hearts,” he 
said. “I’m trying to create a club with 
a timeframe that will suit the lads. We 
train from 11am to 1pm on Wednesday 
and Fridays, and we play matches on the 
weekend.” 

David knows what it is like to be at a low 
ebb - he spent time homeless before he was 
able to get a roof over his head and start 
the club a year ago. 

“I’ve been on the street - it’s not 


something I ever want to go back to. I 
use myself as an example to them, to 
say, ‘Listen, I’ve been in your shoes, and 
you have to be calm, you have to think 


of what you want to do for yourself and 
the community, and think about the way 
people perceive you’. 

“We want to try and create another 


avenue for them, which is why I always 
say to them that they can speak to me 
about anything. We do whatever we can 
to encourage them to come down to play 
with us.” 

Local businesses have got involved to 
support the club. “Nando’s kindly said that 
we can go down there and have something 
to eat every two weeks on Sunday, and 
that’s another incentive,” said David. 

“We’re trying to get them into training 
courses, and a couple of the lads have said 
they want to go into coaching football. We 
want to show that through the channel 
of football there are many other avenues 
they can pursue.” 

Nineteen-year-old right-back, Fernando 
Spence told GT: The club’s helped me a 
lot, it’s really good in terms of the things 
we have available to us, and the coaching 
too - not a lot of people would take the time 
out in a weekday to come and support a 
project like this.” 

Mustapha Junior, 20, added: “It’s 
something to do to keep you going - to come 
here day -in, day-out is great, and whatever 
you do in life you need that routine.”

GEMMA Gibbons’ 

campaign to break new 
ground following her 
Olympic silver medal 
continued with victory in 
the Dusseldorf Grand Prix. 

The 26-year-old from 
Charlton captured the British 
Championship title a month 
ago and was making her first 
international appearance 
since winning silver in 
London.
